Gurr’s good dairy matron that Moscrip 
put at the head of the line at Aurora the week before stood 
third and John Kelly’s great Lady Netherland Aaggie Pie- 
tertje 4th was next. Other good ones made up the long line. 
It was a tribute to the great qualities of Wisconsin Hol- 
steins. Many cows were not in show ring shape. Wis- 
consin evidently milks her cows. But Ward recognized 
the dairy qualities and gave the great animals every con- 
sideration. 

Stevens did not like many of the eight four-year-olds 
and sent three of them to the barn without ribbons. His 
choice was the McDonald entry, a fair sort of young cow. 

“Carnation had the best three-year-old. The two-year- 
old class found the Grand Champion of the show. Madam 
Artis Wayne Denver, one of the very best two-year-old 
heifers that has ever been shown anywhere was the out- 
standing winner. Her sister was second. The Madam 
has everything from muzzle to tail setting and if fault 
there is, not many of us would have the ability to find it. 
In the contest for senior champion with the great Tilla- 
mook Daisy that has turned the big trick in a record way, 
the Madam showed to fine advantage. Stevens had to 
give her the best of the argument and the ring side rocked 
with applause. Even the showmen and fine sportsmen 
with the Carnation herd, Ghormley and Brown, were satis- 
fied but Alfred says he thinks that with Tillamook Daisy 
fresh he could beat the Madam at that. Perhaps—who 
knows? But the two-year-old or anything else that beats 
the Madam this year is going to step some. 

Jefferson had the best senior, Carnation the best junior 
yearling. Carnation counted again with a daughter of 
Matador in the senior calves numbering 61 entries. The 
Sayre entry topped the baby calves.. In the groups Car- 
nation by preponderence of ribbons won four times out 
of six, Jefferson besting them in young and calf herds 
with their fine young things. 

The get of Matador Segis Walker was top here but 
Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince took the second and 
third places. Twenty-four fine gets were shown. 

It was so late when groups were finished that the 
county herd competition was put over until Thursday 
morning when five lined us. Naturally Jefferson won this 
with Waukesha, Walworth Waupaca and Milwaukee 
finishing in the order named.

week’s show there. Two hundred and twenty head 
were exhibited. The State Board of Control through the 
Cherokee, Clarinda, Eldora, Davenport, Independence, Mt. 
Pleasant and Woodward institutions made a very credit: 
able showing. The institutions accounted for about 
seventy head of good ones. The famous Hargrove and 
Arnold herd had 24 fine ones and Corwin and Iowana with 
fine strings added sufficient excitement to make the show 
very interesting throughout.

OLSTEINS outnumbered any other dairy breed, as is 
H usually the case at this great show, although the 

total was somewhat less than last year on account 
of the scarcity of farm help. Competition was keen 
throughout, and the quality was excellent except in a 
few of the classes. Some other years’ perhaps have 
brought ‘out more sensational individuals, but the show- 
ing at Toronto was on the whole very cereditable. Most 
of the familiar faces were present among the exhibitors, 
a notable exception being Rettie Bros., who missed their 
first showing here for many years. Fourteen exhibitors 
showed 175 head. 

A new exhibitor, W. J. Elgie, Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., 
was the heaviest winner, taking six firsts in the individual 
classes and four of the six groups. The Elgie herd has 
been founded largely of animals purchased from Haley 
& Lee, with the younger animals bred from those pur- 
chases. The Elgie entries took both senior and grand 
championships and one junior championship. This string 
was very successful at the Western Province fairs this 
season. That Haley & Lee did not sell all of their good 
ones is shown by the fact that they won a total of four 
firsts and thirteen seconds, their firsts coming entirely 
in the female classes. A. E. Hulet was a strong contender 
throughout, his string taking two firsts, five seconds and 
five thirds. Fred Hilliker, who also made the Western 
Province fairs, won four first places. Other first prize 
winners were Dyment Brothers who also had the junior 
champion male, and Elias Snyder who took the red (first) 
for progeny of dam. 

The Bulls 


Among the aged bulls the closest competition was 
between Sir Romeo Fayne, well known son of “White 
Susie” owned by W. J. Elgie and Haley & Lee, and shown 
by Elgie, and Count Paul E. Posch who headed the Hulet 
string. These were bulls of entirely different type, Sir 
Romeo being built more on the blocky order, and 
lacking the breed character shown by the Hulet entry. 
The former appealed more strongly to the judge, Stanley 
Logan, one of the old time breeders of Canada, and went 
through to senior and grand championship. The Hulet 
bull was purchased after the show by Harry Yates for his 
herd at Orchard Park, N. Y., and will be shown at New 
York State Fair and probably the National. The two- 
year-old and senior yearling classes brought out only 
three and one entry respectively, both being won by 
Hilliker entries. In the junior yearling class there was 
much difference of opinion regarding the placing, the

The Female Classes 


At Toronto they have separate classes for dry ang 
milking females, a custom that could well be adopted at 
our shows. Lady Norfolk Abbekerk, shown by Hulet ang 
milking since last October in four-year-old form, wag the 
outstanding winner in the milking division. She is g 
wonderfully sweet young cow, and with just a little more 
size would be very hard to stop anywheres Sh? wisr: 
serve senior and reserve grand champion. She too yill 
be seen again at New York State Fair and other American 
shows, having been purchased by Harry Yates, at Toronto, 
The dry class of mature cows found the grand champion 
in Ourvilla Petunia Mercedes, owned by Elgie. She went 
undefeated throughout the western circuit, and seemed to 
stand the trip perfectly. She has a 31-lb. butter record and 
was shown last year by Haley & Lee. She is a cow of 
good size and shows much strength and quality. She 
would be improved with a little more length of hip, but 
would be a serious contender in almost any ring in the 
form she showed at Toronto. She will be at the Nationa] 
in full bloom. The dry class, taken as a whole, suited us 
rather better than did the class for cows in milk, there 
being too many faulty udders in the tatter string. Many 
of the Canadian exhibitors are now making an effort to 
have their best cows freshen for the Royal Winter Fair 
at Toronto in November, showing them dry at Canadian 
National, so we may look for the best competition in 
the dry classes of this show even more noticeably in 
future. 

The three-year-old classes did not measure quite up to 
the standard of the show, although the first prize winner 
in the dry section, a daughter of Sir Romeo Fayne owned 
by Haley & Lee, showed much quality. Hilliker won the 
milking section for two-year-olds with Kerihill Betsy Pon- 
tiac, a very milky heifer just fresh and carrying an 
immense udder. Haley & Lee came through in the dry 
section with another daughter of Sir Romeo Fayne. This 
bull scored again in the senior yearling class with daugh- 
ters in first and second place, these being shown by Elgie 
and Haley & Lee respectively. The first prize winner was 
from a sister to “White Susie.” Ourvilla Sir Canary 
Alban, another son of “White Susie,” scored first and 
second with daughters in the junior yearling class, owned 
by Haley & Lee and W. J. Elgie. This was a strong class 
of fifteen. 

Perhaps the best class of the show was the senior 
heifer calf class of nineteen. The quality was very even 
and the judge had a real hair-splitting job in making the 
awards. Elgie finally won out with a daughter of Ourvilla 
Susie Sir Abbekerk, his herd sire, a son of “Black Susie,” 
the distinguished full sister of “White Susie.” Haley & 
Lee were in second place with another daughter of Our- 
villa Sir Canary Alban. The junior calf class brought out 
the junior champion, Soo Belle, another daughter of Our- 
villa Susie Sir Abbekerk, shown by Elgie. She is a heifer 
of unusual substance for a junior calf, and would be 
noticed in any ring. Haley & Lee also scored second in 
this class.

With Haley & Lee out of the competition for senior 
herds for lack of an aged bull in their string, the real 
fight was between Elgie and Hulet. The latter string 
showed very pleasing uniformity, rather excelling in this 
respect, but on the basis of ribbons the Elgie line-up, con- 
taining both grand champions and a junior champion 
could not well be turned down. Elgie also took first for 
get of sire with three youngsters by Ourvilla Susie Sir 
Abbekerk, a group sired by Sir Romeo Fayne taking 
second for Haley & Lee.

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Legislating Out the Scrub Bull 


HE State of Oregon is using the full force of its leg- 
T islative authority to eliminate the scrub bull from 

within its borders. Legislation recently adopted pro- 
hibits the sale or acceptance for dairy breeding use any 
dairy bull that is not of registered pure breeding and li- 
censed to be sold within the State of Oregon. It further 
provides that no bull other than a registered purebred sire 
duly licensed shall be used or offered for use for public 
service, which is defined as meaning the breeding of any 
cow or cows in herds consisting of more than five cows 
not owned by the owner of such bull. In other words, 
hereafter, the man who uses a scrub bull in a dairy herd 
in the State of Oregon must raise such a bull himself 
and cannot use him or offer him for use in any herd other 
than his own. The law provides that before a dairy bull 
can be sold for breeding purposes in the State of Oregon, 
it must have been licensed by the Dairy Registration 
Board, which license not only certifies the purity of the 
blood lines but also regarding the health of the animal. 
The dairy Registration Board, created under this act is 
supported from the fee of one dollar for each license is- 
sued and this committee is “authorized and instructed to 
refuse a license certificate to any dairy bull that is known 
to be infected with a dangerous and infectious disease or 
that is known to transmit inferior and undesirable quali- 
ties to his offspring, or to lack prepotency.” 

Another section of the law provides that it shall be 
the purpose of the Dairy Bull Registration Board to build 
up and improve the dairy herds of the State of Oregon 
through selective breeding and an enforced replacement 
and use of the pure blooded sire in achieving this and the 
Dairy Bull Registration Board is by this act empowered 
to formulate a minimum dam production requirement— 
to take all measures necessary and proper in the judg- 
ment of the Board to insure probable dairy herd improve- 
ment through those processes of dairy breeding that will 
most likely bring about an improvement in dairy type, an 
increase in milk yield, and a persistence of milk flow, to- 
gether with a ruggedness of the progeny that should de- 
velop a resistance to disease; to publish bulletins and 
conduct experiments along breed improvement lines. The 
Board is also given the authority to suspend the require- 
ments of this act should a condition at any time arise 
when a registered dairy bred bull cannot be had at a 
reasonable and just price. 

The penalty of the violation of this act is a fine of not 
less than $50.00 or more than $100.00, or by imprisonment 
for not less than thirty days or more than six months or 
by fine and imprisonment for each offense. Prosecution 
under this law is made the duty of the district attorney 
in the county in which any violation takes place. 

In promulgating this law, the Dairy Bull Registration 
Board, which is charged with its administration, asks the 
cooperation of the members of the Grange, Farmers’ 
Union, Farm Bureau, Breeders’ Associations and all other 
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constructive agencies in reporting violations ang helpi 

to secure the necessary evidence to bring apout oa 
tion to the end that the real fundamental value of the “4 
bred dairy sires will be realized and that violations ws 
this act will be few. Mr. H. N. Colman, of Corvallis —

These meetings form only one important phase of the 
activities at the National Dairy Exposition. The greatest 
show of purebred dairy cattle ever held is anticipated while 
the display of machinery and equipment for dairy farm ang 
factory will surpass anything held at previous National 
Shows. The United States Department of Agriculture wil] 
have the wonderful panoramic exhibit of dairying past 
and present, occupying 7,500 square feet.of area. Entries 
of dairy products already outnumber anything previously 
held at these national exhibitions. There will be numeroys 
state exhibits and human welfare and domestic science 
displays, demonstrations and lectures. The horse show 
will be another important feature. 

Regarding hotels, the headquarters for the show will be 
at the Onondaga Hotel but in order to take the best pos- 
sible care of all visitors, reservations are being made 
through a central rooming bureau and should be sent to 
Mr. W. M. Rider, Chairman of the committee. Assurances 
are being given by this committee that ample and satisfac- 
tory accommodations will be available. Reservations, 
however, should be made as far in advance and as defi- 
nitely as possible. 

The railroads have granted a rate of a fare and a half 
to Syracuse and return from anywhere in the United 
States. This will be an item of considerable importance 
to our prospective visitors from California and other dis- 
tant points. All railroad agents have full information on 
this subject. Every indication now points to the 1923 Na- 
tion Dairy Exposition as the greatest yet held. 





Extension Committee Meets 


T A MEETING of the Extension Committee of the 

National Association held last week at Chicago plans 

for a stronger campaign for milk advertising were out- 
lined. The Committee heard the views of H. J. Coolidge, 
head of the Telling-Belle Vernon Company of Cleveland 
on the distributors’ attitude toward popularizing Holstein 
milk and also had presented to it an analysis of the ad- 
vertising problems of the association by Charles C. Par- 
lin of the Research Division of the Curtis publications. 
No definite conclusions were reached except that the com- 
mittee went on record as favoring a campaign of Na- 
tion scope for Holstein milk. A plan for combining the 
producers of Holstein milk to furnish the markets in co 
operation and properly safeguarding the supply to insure 
a quality product is under consideration and probably 
will be laid before the Board of Directors at the next 
Board meeting in October. 

The state associations of Indiana, Nebraska and South 
Dakota were voted their share of the transfer refund. A 
field man for southern territory will be engaged at once 
because of the demand for such service in that territory. 
The committee voted to ask U. S. Senator Medill McCor- 
mick to arrange for a suitable presentation of a pair of 
the True Type models to President Calvin Coolidge and 
the Department of Agriculture upon the occasion of the 
gathering of the World’s Dairy Congress on October 2d. 
Presentation of pairs to the British Friesian delegate to 
the Dairy Congress and to representatives of the New 
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ealand Australian and Canadian Associations will also 
made at an appropriate time.

P. She has now finished another record in five-year-old 
form above the 1400-lb. mark, and becomes the third cow 
of any breed to complete two such records. Of the three, 
she is the only one to make one of them at less than full 
age. Her latest figures are given as 1412.50 lbs. butter, 
26,644 lbs. milk — slightly more milk but with a lower 
test than in her first effort. Nevertheless only one month 
of the year showed a test lower than four per cent, which 
is pretty consistent work. In her latest test she was 
milked four times a day only three months, the balance of 
the year being on three-time milking. She is well along in 
calf again, being due in November, and according to her 
owner, J. B. Hanmer, Norwich, Ont., looks capable of 
doing better than ever at next freshening. In fact he 
says she never looked as well as she does right now. 
The picture shows a very remarkable three-year-old from 
the standpoint of individuality and it is very gratifying to 
find such type along with record breaking production. 
Lady Roberts Colantha is a daughter of the great 
Canadian sire of producers and show ring winners, Prince 
Colanthus Abbekerk, and her dam has a year record of 
1125 lbs., which gives the mother and daughter a World’s 
Record average. She presents a remarkable pedigree all 
through, tracing fifty-three times to Netherland Prince, 
twenty-nine times to Billy Boelyn, twenty-six times to De 
Kol 2d, eighteen times to Sir Henry of Maplewood, four- 
teen times each to Colantha and Mechthilde, twelve times 
to Pietertje and eight to Milla’s Pietertje Netherland.

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That the state could well afford to 
set the boys and girls of Washington 
an example in the breeding and de- 
velopment of purebred stock, was the 
explanation recently made by Gover- 
nor Louis F. Hart for his extensive 
excursions into the breeding game 
with black-and-whites.

“The calf club boys and girls of to- 
day are those whose future herds w' 
profit most by the working out or our 
breeding problems, and one of these 
days I’m going to devise a way to dis- 
tribute the state’s bull calves among 
those boys and girls at the mere cost 
of breeding and rearing. That’s my 
real ambition in breeding Holsteins 
“Incidentally,” he added with a grim- 
ace, “I like ’em pretty well anyhow.”

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Farm boys will be given every op- 
portunity to obtain a liberal agricul- 
tural education while at the National 
Dairy Expcsition, held on the New 
York State fair grounds, Syracuse, 
October 5-13.

Holstein show ever held in that state, not excepting 
the two National Dairy Shows held at Columbus or their 
panner state fair show of last year. While the numbers 
were not quite as great this year as last, the quality aver- 
aged somewhat higher. Many of last year’s winners being 
defeated this year. Many of the Ohio’s best herds were 
represented, as well as good herds from Michigan, Illinois, 
Indiana and Kentucky. Holsteins out-numbered every 
other breed, dairy or beef, and the dairy cows out-num- 
pered the beef breeds for the first time in the history of 
the show. 

The grand champion bull was King Pietertje Jewel 
Korndyke, one of the herd sires at Ralph King’s Pinery 
Farms at Mentor, Ohio. A daughter of this bull was the 
junior champion female. The grand champion bull is a 
son of the famous King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe and thus 
adds another distinguished honor to the K. P. O. P. line. 
The grand champion cow 
was the same as last year— 
Ivaloy Prilly Rose Hall— 
exhibited by Monclova 
Stock Farm, Monclova, 
Ohio. 

The aged bull class was 
an especially good one, in- 
cluding the grand champion 
already mentioned, last 
year’s grand champion, 
King Ormsby Mandyke, 
owned by Smith Bros. of 
East Liverpool, Ohio, who 
stood second; and _ last 
year’s first prize three- 
year-old, King Korndyke 
Abbekerk Prilly, exhibited Lye? 
by Monclova Stock Farm, i 
who stood third. Ormsby 
Pietje Mercedes, the Ohio 
State University Herd sire, 
grand champion in 1921, 
was just inside the money, 
indicating the relative 
strength of the class.

Delaware County, Ind., scored again in the three-year- 
old class, with the entry from Greendale in second place. 
In the two-year-old class, the Monclova entry beat out the 
Pinery Farm two-year-old by a fairly narrow margin. 
There were many good entries in this class, but aside from 
the top animals, the udders were not all that could be 
asked for. 

The senior yearling class developed a triangular con-

In second place 
was the get of Wellington Johanna 
Hengerveld, exhibited by Calir Miller 
of Medina, Ohio, and consisting of the 
second, third and fifth prize senior 
yearling heifers and a three-year-old 
which was just inside the money. 
Pinery Farm took third on a son and 
three daughters of King Ona, all sen- 
ior calves. Oscar Zehring exhibited 
three groups of get of Zehringdale Jo- 
hanna Inka, one of them winning 
fourth place in this strong competi- 
tion. 

In a class for produce of cow, Mon- 
clova Stock Farm won with the first 
prize two-year-old and the _ eighth 
prize senior yearling. Randolph’s en- 
tries took second and third, with Pin- 
ery Farms fourth. 

A silver cup offered by Kaskaskia 
Livestock Insurance Co. to the Ohio 
breeder winning the most money in 
the Holstein classes was won by Mon- 
clova Stock Farm, winning a total of 
$510.00. Pinery Farms got honorable 
mention, winning 9480.00. 

The County Herds 

Seven county herds competed in 
this class, representing five different 
counties, two counties, Lucus and 
Montgomery, each being out with two 
entries. The herds were made up of 
ten animals, consisting of a bull two 
years old or over, a yearling bull and 
a bull calf, an aged cow and one rep- 
resentative in each of the heifer 
classes. Each county herd had to rep- 
resent three different owners and no 
single owner was allowed more than 
five head. Each owner in the county 
herd had to be a member of his coun- 
ty club and of the Ohio State Associ- 
ation. 

The choice between Lucus County 
and Geauga County was very close 
and it was only after a good deal of 
figuring that the decision was made. 
The Lucus County outfit excelled 


slightly in six classes and the Geauga 
County herd in four, but in many 
cases the difference was very slight. 
The winning herd consisted of the 
third prize aged bull, the fourth prize 
senior yearling, the first prize junior 
bull calf, the grand champion cow, the 
sixth prize three-year-old, the first 
prize two-year-old, the first prize sen- 
ior yearling, an unplaced junior year- 
ling, the first prize senior calf and an 
unplaced junior calf, five blue ribbon 
winners, one of them senior and grand 
champion. The Geauga herd in sec- 
ond place was headed by the srand 
champion bull and included the jun- 
ior champion female and others that 
were well up in the money. 

The two Montgomery herds won 
third and seventh places with Medina 
County fourth and the second Lucus 
County herd fifth and the Wayne 
county exhibit winning sixth. 

In the calf club competition, the 
senior yearling heifer, Rose Hall 
Edith 4th, exhibited by Gordon Riley, 
won first among the seniors and the 
heifer calf exhibited by Corwin Riley, 
Gordon’s older brother, won first 
among the juniors, the championship 
going to Gordon’s yearling. 

The Medina County Calf Club won 
the highest honors but there was also 
a good representation from Montgom- 
ery and other counties. Following is 
a detailed report of the winnings at 
the Ohio State Fair.

Owing to a last minute switch in 
the day of judging, your correspond- 
ent did not reach Columbus until 
after the bull classes had been 
judged. Practically all the bulls were 
seen, however, in the ring later in 
the various groups, and a fine lot 
they were.

Holsteins outnumbered every other 
breed at Columbus this year, includ- 
ing the beef breeds, as well as the 
dairy breeds. Two hundred eighty- 
two Holsteins were on exhibition, 253 
Shorthorns and 232 Herefords, this 
being the first year that the Holsteins 
have beaten either the Shorthorns or 
the Hereford in the history of the 
show, according to Supt. Warner. 
The Guernseys exhibited 172 head, 
which is believed to be the largest 
number of Guernseys ever exhibited 
in Ohio. The Jerseys were third, with 
155 head. The five dairy breeds, in- 
cluding Brown Swiss, had 745 head 
on exhibition and the beef breeds 
674. This is the first year that there 
have been more dairy cattle than 
beef cattle at Columbus. This does 
not include the dual purpose breeds, 
milking Shorthorns and Red Polls, of 
which there were 104 entries.

“The sun always shines in Ohio” 
was the optimistic slogan at the Ohio 
State Fair this year. On the strength 
of this, most of the out of state visit- 
ors left their umbrellas, raincoats and 
rubbers at home Tuesday with the 
result that the hotel valets and boot- 
blacks did a rushing business Tues- 
day night.

Our breeders 
young herd was only beaten once—at 
Saskatoon.

AN INTERESTING SPECULATION 

What effect have climate and geog- 
raphy upon dairy types and dairy pro- 
duction? Is the United States, due to 
its variety of dairy conditions, deg. 
tined to remain eighth in the scale 
of dairy countries, average yearly 
milk production per cow considerad? 
Is the fact that Netherlands, Swit. 
zerland, Great Britain, Denmark, Ger. 
many, Canada, and Norway show 
higher averages per cow due to their 
more. favorable climatic and _ topo- 
graphical conditions? 

A consistent effort to solve these 
problems will be made at the Na- 
tional Dairy Exposition in Syracuse 
New York, October 5th to 13th, 
when state herds, representing each 
of the five dairy breeds, will be gath- 
ered together for study and com- 
parison. The Guernsey of California 
will be exhibited alongside the Guern- 
sey of Vermont, and the Holstein of 
Minnesota with the Holstein of 
Georgia. 

With climate, latitude and _ topo- 
graphy, feeds and management, as 
known factors in the development of 
a herd, the collection of herds from 
a great number of states—from high- 
land and lowland, from plateau and 
plain, from cold and rigorous to semi- 
tropical climate, from dry and moist 
regions, from sections where cattle 
are pastured most of the year and 
other sections where artificial or 
forced feeding is the order of the 
day—will enable the dairymen to 
take advantage of the unique oppor- 
tunities of the Exposition to absorb 
the real fundamentals of dairying and 
note the effects of all factors enter- 
ing into the proposition. Thus the 
American cow may hope some day 
to overtake her foreign sisters in 
average yearly milk production. 

Not only the cattle types but the 
dairy products themselves will be 
shown in the refrigerating rooms 
of the Exposition. If a tree is 
known by its fruit, the manufactured 
dairy products of the various states 
will measure dairy values strikingly 
and convincingly. Foreigners partic- 
ularly visiting the National Dairy Ex- 
position at Syracuse in October will 
be convinced of the greatness and 
extent of this country through the 
wonderful dairy cattle and products 
exhibits which are now being pre- 
pared.

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Jam very glad to see in your issues 
of July 14th and 2ist, the fine re- 
rints of the “True Type of the Ma- 
ture Holstein-Friesian Bull and Cow.” 

The appearance of these illustra- 
tions on the cover page of your at- 
tractive publication, devoted to the 
interest of the “Black and White” 
preed is most timely and interesting. 

These carefully drawn illustrations 
of the “True Type” after a year of 
careful, thoughtful study by a large 
committee of the very best judges, 
painters and art critics in America, 
will undoubtedly insure their general 
acceptance as the governing models 
at the coming State and National 
Dairy Shows the coming autumn and 
doubtless will establish the “True 
Type” of the breed for years to come. 

I would therefore suggest to all ex- 
hibitors as well as beginners, that 
they secure copies of these illustra- 
tions to govern them in selecting their 
show herd for exhibition. 

This is a move in the right direc- 
tion and will, I trust, insure more uni- 
form, symmetrical, graceful type in the 
future, although it will require much 
time and effort to recover from the 
injury done the breed by the craze 

of the last twenty years for mammoth 
records, regardless of the individual- 
ity of the animals which produced the 
records, or the methods by which 
they were made or the constitution, 
vigor, soundness or vitality of the 
preed. Cows which have been forced, 
overfed, stimulated until they be- 
come physical wrecks, are not the 
best with which to found a great 
race or family for the future. 

I will venture a word of warning 
against the tendency which prevails 
to force cows to make phenomenal 
yearly records year after year which 
will tell on the future of the breed as 
it does on the human race. 

I will not presume to criticize the 
“True Type” as shown in these draw- 
ings but having had over fifty years’ 
experience with the breed, as bred both 
in America and Holland during which 
time we have had nearly 7,000 head 
under my supervision in the Lake- 
side Herd, I will refer to a few points 
of special interest to me and may be 
to others. 

The bull shows an excellent model 
and is very attractive. I observe that 
he is more “sway-backed” than I have 
usually preferred. But in this partic- 
ular, he is made a little more showy 
than an absolute straight line. It 
should be borne in mind that this il- 
lustration is small and this peculiar- 
ity would be more marked in the full 
grown animal. 

To make clearer my point, I will 
ask the reader to place a_ straight 
edge to just touch the point of the 
shoulder, and the highest point of 
the rump and draw a line from one 
point to the other which will desig- 
nate what I mean by being a little 
“sway-backed.” The horns have the 
appearance of being rather large and 
drooping a little too much for a young 
bull, say four years of age, for they 
continue to droop more and more as 
age advances. 

All in all, this drawing is a very 
fine one.

being as perfect as the bull. The head 
and neck have the appearance of hav- 
ing been borrowed from some other 
animal and breed, and does not repre- 
sent a true Holstein cow. The true 
head of the Holstein is a little larger, 
a little longer and a little coarser as 
will be seen with actual photographs. 
In fact the head and neck do not ap- 
pear to exactly belong to this cow. 
The stifle, it seems to me is too light, 
so much so that it gives the appear- 
ance of weakness. It impresses one as 
being cut away on the back side in or- 
der to show the udder. In this re- 
spect it does not convey the most 


favorable impression, for the cow 
should be exceedingly strong at this 
point. 


If there is any part of the animal 
which should denote strength it 
should be in the hind quarter, espe- 
cially in the stifle where this cow 
seems to be weak in proportion to the 
size of the bone below the gambrel. 

It is unfortunate that this commit- 
tee of experts could not have sent 
out with these cuts, a complete scale 
of points which is very much needed 
in judging these animals and which 
I hope will appear very soon. 

I do not make these suggestions to 
criticize the work of the able com- 
mittee which has had the work in 
charge but merely to suggest that 
every reader and breeder review this 
work critically and if it is possible to 
improve on it, in securing the best 
“Prue Type.”

Cochrane C. T. A., Wisconsin, is re- 
ceived. it is attractively printed and 
contains much valuable information 
concerning .the work of the associa- 
tion. We note that 327 cows with 
nine months or more credit during 
the year’s work made an average of 
6,857 lbs. milk, and 243.5 lbs. butter- 
fat. The association is made up of 
Holstein and Guernsey herds, the 
pure bred Holstein herd of Marks 
Brothers leading for both milk and 
fat with an average of 336.73 lbs. fat, 
10,532 lbs. milk. The ten high herds 
were all pure bred or grade Holsteins, 
as were the ten individual leaders. 
Another pure bred Holstein from the 
herd of Marks Brothers stood first 
with a total of 16,071 lbs. milk, 487.8 
lbs. fat.
